They ciaim that 60 
per cent of their number were dis 
charged for wearing buttons of their 
newly-organized union- 
The number 


out is about -7.00. sufficient, tae men 
say. to tie up every express company 
in this city. The companies affected 
are the "\VeHs-Fargo. United States. 
American. Adams and National. 


The strike, it is feared, will serious- 


ly interfere with the transportation of 
foodstuffs, both to surrounding towns 
ind in the city. Thousands of loaves 
of bread are shipped daily to points 
in western New York. Of the incom- 
ing supplies, milk is the most import- 
ant. 
Many of the dairies have their 


own waeons. but the express com 
pasr'es carry a :arge swpply. 


A wagoa carrying about 100 large 


hampers r>: bread was turned back 
from tb» I>;l!ich Valley depot. A gang 
of aboju *!> pickets stopped the wagon 
and directed tJ;e driver to return the

AH ihe department and dry goods 


stores were open for business and the 
managers declared they had sufficient 
clerks a- work.
